Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner suggested that addition of the limitations of claims 3 
8, 9 and 13 into the independent claims would place the application in condition for allowance. Applicant did not adopt 
the suggestion so prosecution is resumed. Counsel directed the Examiner's attention to the idea that the instant 
compositions are texturely different from the compositions of the prior art compositions. The Examiner requested 
comparison data showing that the instant composition is different from the prior art compositions. 
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
